BOGOTA, April 22 (AP)—A re- 
vised draft of a resolution con- 
demning international Communism 
was placed before the inter-Amer- 
ican conference today with the

The new draft was described by 
delegates as harmonizing the 
shades of opinion among the na- 
tions who objected to the wording 
of the original proposal advanced 
by the United States, Peru, Chile 
and Brazil yesterday. Some dele- 
gates said the new resolution, 
which condemns Communism and 
it# methods of violence, is stronger 
than tNe original. 

Assistant United States Secre- 
tary of State Norman Armour, 
who attended the committee meet- 
ing, said the American delegation 
was “quite happy” with the com- 
promise draft. 

The conference moved back to 
the national capitol in Bogota 
from the suburbs today for its 
windup sessions.: It is tentatively 
scheduled to close April 30. 

The United States differed with 
three Latin American nations yes- 
terday in debate on an Argentine 
resolution demanding that outside 
countries give up their colonies in 
the Western Hemisphere. Secre- 
tary of State George C, 
expressed the United States view, 
opposing the resolution. A com-- 
mittee was appointed to draw up 
a resolution acceptable to all the 
21 delegations to the conference. 

The conference began March 3 
in the Capitol. An uprising April 
9, officially blamed’ on the Com- 
munists, disrupted the conferefice, 
‘but five days later the meeting

It is 
most likely that this’ reduction in 
costs has continued still further. 
Assuming, however, that in 1948 
costs are still as high as they were 
in 1043, the Soviet budget for 1948 
involves the expenditure of 51 per 
cent more resources on national 
defense than in 1940.”

SCANT; REWARDS 
REAGH $117,000 


Only [Evidence  Foot- 
prints, Shotgun Shell 
Wadding and Data on 
Getaway Car. 


DETROIT, April 22 (UP)—Foot- 
prints, a shotgun shell wadding 
ahd a description of the getaway 
car were the only clues police had 


today to the man, or men, who 
tried to kill Walter P. Reuther, 
chief of the CIO United Auto 
Workers, Tuesday night. 

Police Commissioner Harry S. 
Toy said that he hoped the $117,- 
800 in rewards that have been of- 
fered for capture of the attacker 
would turn up some new leads. 

Police said they were working 
on a “hot tip” but would not say 
what it was. 

Police said one union member 
had been brought in and two 
more were sought for questioning 
in connection with the shooting. 
All three were classed as political 
opponents of Reuther in the UAW. 

Toy said a study of plaster casts 
of footprints found outside the 
Reuther cottage indicated three 
men may have taken part in the 
attack. 

Theory on Roles in Attack. 

Toy believes one man fired the 
blast through the window, a sec- 
ond acted as lookout and a third 
drove the late-model maroon Ford 
four-door sedan used in the escape. 

Police scientists are studying the 
wadding of the shotgun shell in 
hope of trdcing the assailant by 
finding where he purchased the 
ammunition. 

Toy said the attacker salient 
have been hired, but “the signs 
are not those of a_ professional 
killer.” An amateur is indicated, he 
said, because he did not make sure 
of the killing and carried a long- 
barreled gun instead of a tommy 
gun-or a sawed-off weapon. 

Toy said the getaway car pre- 
viously was seen in the vicinity, 
whereas a professional gunman 
would have been more cautious. 
There were no indications the car 
was stolen, whereas a paid killer 
would have used a stolen vehicle, 
Toy said,' 

Dr. Raymond <A. Sokolov, who 
removed four shotgun pellets from 
Reuther’s right arm and operated 
on a less serious chest wound, 
said he was certain the arm would 
not have to be amputated. 

However, the doctor said it was 
not yet determined. whether the 
radial nerve in the arm had been 
damaged. “If it was,” Sokolov 
said, “he may never have the full 
se Of his arm again.”

The largest single reward of- 
fered was $100,000 by the UAW’s 
international executive board, The 
Detroit City Council voted $10,000.

In Genzano, two of the reasons 
are the ex-mayors of the town, 
Ercole de Santis and Mario Co- 
lacchi. De Santis was mayor until 
a few days ago, when he was ar- 
rested on the charge of denying 
the ballot to about 400 anti-Com- 
munists among the Genzano citi- 
zenry. Before him, Colacchi served. 
Colacchi was arrested for hiding a 
cache of arms against the day 
when his fellow Communists in 
Genzano might need them. Co- 
lacchi spent 37 days in jail, but 
De Santis is still somewhat mys- 
teriously at large. 

De Santis and Colacchi are both 
genial fellows. They are also, 
clearly, very tough men. In this 
they differ markedly from such 
colleagues as Gino Grecchi, Com- 
munist leader of Aprilia, or 
Malvito Vecchierelli,, Communist 
mayor of nearby Anzio, Grecchi 
is a likable, painfully shy local 
farmer, He was carefully dressed 
in his ilj-fitting Sunday best 
for the voting.

TEHRAN. 


HIS is the front line. Here in Tehran you can’t forget that fact 
for a minute. The tremendous range of snow-capped mountains 
to the north looks down on this Iranian city, and beyond: those 


mountains is Russia. That is the major fact of life in Tehran. 
All the way up from Cairo through the countries of the Middle 


East, military men talk of Iran. 


“The Turks will bold, for a while 


anyway. But Turkey can be outflanked through. Iran.” 


That is the burden of the fears 
expressed in Cairo, in Beirut, in 


Damascus, in Baghdad. And then 
comes always the $64 question: 
“How much time can the Iranian 
Army gain for us if the Russians 
come?” 

Here in Tehran many people 
say “when,” not “if.” 

U.S, Troops Expected. 

Time for what? I have asked, 
and always had the same answer 
—time for American help to come. 

Specifically, time for American 
airpower to gather in sufficient 
strength in the Mediterranean 
area to strike effectually at Rus- 
sian military centers and lines of 
communication. 

Most informed Iranians think 
the. Russians are weighing these 
chances, ‘too. They think the Rus- 
sians are unlikely to risk a full 
scale attack on Iran in the im- 
mediate future because of respect 
for the potential if not the imme- 
diately present power of the 
United States. They think rather 
in terms of a new Russian adven- 
ture in Azerbaijan, the northern 
province of Iran immediately ad- 
joining the Russian frontier. 

Russian Preparation Alleged, 
There is no doubt that the Rus- 

sians are preparing the ground for 
such an adventure. They have 
collected a considerable number 
of Iranian exiles who have been 
thoroughly trained and indoctri- 
nated with Soviet ideas. 

The very -able and energetic 
chief of staff of the Iranian Army, 
Gen. Razmar, told me he had re- 
ceived information that 50 railway 
cars filled with these “muhjajirs,” 
as they are called, dressed in 
Iranian uniforms, had arrived at 
one of the frontier stations. 

The Russians are playing a 
war of nerves all along the bor- 
der. They are constantly hold- 
ing maneuvers. These mancu- 
vers include frequent night oper- 
ations with artillery banging 
away in the hills and many 
flares lighting the sky. These 
procedures keep the Iranian in- 
habitants of the frontier areas 
in a constant state of disquiet. 
But it is not only in the moun- 

tains of Azerbaijan that trouble 
May come. There Is also the long 
coast of the Caspian Sea, which 
lies just beyond the mountains 
that look down on Tehran. Here

Visits of Red. Ships. 

There are 35 of these stations, at 
each of which there are from one 
to five Russian officials. The 
ports are visited at least once a 
week by Russian ships. Only re- 
cently has the Iranian Govern- 
ment made a firm stand with re- 
gard to customs inspection and 
control of these Russian ships. As 
a result, one Russian ship which 
entered an Iranian port without 
observing the regulations has been 
seized and, in three towns of the 
coast, martial law has been de 
clared., 

Inasmuch as the Soviet «Navy is 
in complete and unchallenged con- 
trol of the Caspian Sea, there is 
good reason for the Iranians to 
regard this coastal area with ap- 
prehension. . 

Then there is the question of 
the tribes. On‘the Azerbaijan 
front the tribes occupying the 
northeastern corner of the frontier 
are the Shahseyans — meaning 
friends of the king—who are tra- 
ditionally loyal to the Tranian 
throne and have steadily opposed 
the Russians. 

By far the most numerous of 
the tribes of Azerbaijan, however, 
are the Kurds in the western part 
of the province. These are not 
under any sort of unified tribal 
control, They are split up into 
many tribes, factions and subfac- 
tions, who are frequently at war 
with one another. Russian agents 
have been busy among them for 
years. 

The Pro-Soviet Kurds, 

The Jallalis, the Kurdish group

A Minimum Wage for Italy 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Sunday's voting in Italy was a tribute 
to the patience of the Italian working 
man, . 

He did not fall for the delusion of 
Communism, with its attendant depri- 
vation of personal freedom, although 
sorely pressed to grasp at anything that 
reemed to offer a way out of his miser- 
able economic plight. 

A correspondent last Thursday in the 
Post-Dispatch described the horrible liv- 
ing conditions of a typical Italian work- 
er, who is faced with the inipossible task 
of feeding and clothing his family on 
$1.05 a day. And this pittance is his 
wage when a pair of shoes costs $12 and 
a bed sheet $6. 

Although it was expected that the 
women’s vote would not go Communist 
because of the threatened invoking by 
the Catholic Church of “ecclesiastical 
sanctions,” nevertheless it was not known 
if such threats would be sufficient. 

If a man is paid a decent wage, he 
won't give Communism a second thought. 

why couldn't our new ECA Admin- 
istrator, Paul Hoffman, “suggest” to the 
Italian Government that a prerequisite 
-for continuing American aid would be 
the instituting of a guarantee of a basic 
wage sufficient to allow workers and 
their families to live like human beings? 
We would probably have to bolster the 
Italian economy to make it work, but 
. that would be more advisable in the long 
run than indefinitely prolonged direct 
charity and would also add something 
always lacking in a recipient of charity: 
self-respect. 

Remember, there will be later elections 
fn Italy and in the other countries get- 
ting our aid. The Communists will not 
give up after one try. 

We had to legislate in this way in our 
own country because appeals to human- 
ness were not enough to get sweatshop 
operators to pay as much as $15 a week. 
Plenty of otherwise substantial and de- 
pendable Americans were so steeped in 
the Republican-created despair of the 
early °30s that they, too, began to be 
dupes for the Communist line. The 10- 
cent stores, for example, were working 
girls for $5 and $6 a week, and had been 
even in the booming ‘20s. A St. Louis 
restaurant was paying bus girls (before 
a strike brought the condition to the 
attention of the public) $5 for a full 
week's work, after the girls had kicked 
back $3 for meals. Factories all over 
the country, as revealed at the time, 
were paying slave wages until the rack- 
et was broken up by the

Public Housing Scores 


A smashing defeat for the real estate lobby 
occurred yesterday when the Senate voted 49- 
to-35 to kill the Cain amendment. This amend- 


ment would have struck public housing from the 


Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill. Publie housing 
means projects like Clinton-Peabody Terrace and 
Carr Square Village in St. Louis. It means slum 
clearance.. It means providing decent quarters 
for the lowest-income people. 


Private enterprise admittedly cannot provide 
new housing for such people because there is 
no profit in #. Senator Taft made that clear 
in an admirable statement during the ‘debate. 
He said that public housing offered not the 
glightest competition to private enterprise, be- 
cause it sought to meet a need which private in- 
“ustry had shown it could not meet. He added: 


There is nothing to show that private in- 
dustry will do any better in the future in 
this respect than it has done in the past. 
It has never eliminated slums. 


Senator Tobey correctly denounced the Na- 
tional Association of Real Estate Boards and the 
United States Savings and Loan League. He 
said they had been doing their “dirty work for 
two years” to knock out public housing. They 
have hovered over Congress like birds of prey, 
opposing relief for the most miserable of our 
population, yet seeking the fattest kind of fed- 
eral aid and thinly-disguised ‘subsidies for their 
own crowd. 

The Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill is a piece of 
leglislation designed to pull the American con- 
struction industry out of the rut and to provide 
homes so desperately needed. Its aim is the 
construction of 15,000,000 new homes in the next 
10 years. It offers all sorts of inducements to 
private industry to this end. 

Of the 15,000,000 new units, public housing 
accounts for only 500,000. Yet that was the 
stumbling point. That was the issue over which 
the real estate lobby has waged its dog-in-the- 
manger battle. The vote in the Senate is most 
encouraging. It is a triumph of decency and 
common sense over selfishness and blind reac- 
tion. Unfortunately, the battle isn’t over. The 
real estate lobby has powerful friends in the 
House. The lobby will try to hamstring public 
housing there, and it may succeed unless the 
House rises in its might as the Senate has done. 
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The big trouble with this way of doing things, 
as a few presidential candidates must be think- 
ing, is that there’s no such thing as a smoke- 


filled preferential primary.

The Better Business Bureau Quits | 


The Better Business Bureau is not going to 
do anything about the medical kickback racket 
in St. Louis. That is the gist of its first public 
statement since it appointed a committee three 
months ago to decide whether it should under- 
take an investigation. 

The Bureau now says that this committee was 
appointed to investigate, and that it has in- 
vestigated and found nothing. Yet every medical 
man who has had anything to say about the 
matter admits that the racket is practiced here 
to some extent. The rankest apologist only 
contends that the number of persons who are 
parties to it is small. The medical associations 
of the city and the county have condemned the 
evil and asked the Better Business Bureau to 
take the leadership in stamping it out. 

The Better Business Bureau is an investigative 
agency, and exists for the purpose of eliminating 
unethical business practices. Investigation of 
the kickback racket, it says, is within its field. 
But it represents itself as unable to find out 
anything about a condition which admittedly 
exists. It is now willing to give up. 

The Better Business Bureau of Los Angeles 
has done a notable job for its community and 
state in attacking the kickback. Prices of eye- 
glasses have dropped from $25 to $16 and prices 
for X-rays, medical appliances and laboratory 
tests have been reduced 30 to 50 per cent. 

‘Meanwhile, the Better Business Bureau of St. 
Louis is carrying on a small fry campaign against 
the Spanish prisoner swindle, chain letters, fer- 
tilizer peddlers and extravagant claims for auto- 
mobile polish, but professes itself unable to get 
started on curbing an improper medical practice 
which is estimated to cost the American public 
$35,000,000 a year in the eyeglasses end of it 
alone. 

The record to date leaves St. Louis with little 
cause for pride. If there is any action in the fu- 
ture, it will apparently be due to the efforts of 
the medical profession itself, and no thanks to 
the Better Business Bureau. 
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One hundred and one nations require motor- 
ists to drive on the right side of the road, as in 
the United States, and 85 require them to drive 
on the left, as in England. And no doubt motor- 
ists in all 186 show a decided preference for 
driving in the middle. 
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Playing Politics With Atomic Energy 

The Senate shows an ominous disposition to 
play politics with memberships on the Atomic 
Energy Commission, all of which expire Aug. 1. 
There is a “growing feeling,” says Senator Taft, 
that no Truman nominee should be approved. 
Expecting a Republican President next year, 
Senate leaders see an easy chance to delay until 
he can nominate his own slate. 

Their purpose would be defensible if the com- 
mission were a patronage plum, but it is far 
too vital to national security to be opened to 
spoils. To Mr. Truman’s credit, he chose the 
five original members with great care and with- 
out regard for their party affiliations. The 
Senate found no partisan or other valid objection 
to any of them in its exhaustive inquiry last year. 

As far as the record of so secret an agency 
can show, the five men are serving well and 
with good teamwork among themselves. Natur- 
ally, then, Mr. Truman has nominated them to 
man the permanent scheme of staggered five- 
year appointments. 

If the Senate delays decision to next year, it 
will cause serious trouble. A new President 
might nominate men as good as these five, but 
it would be early 1951 -before the newcomers 
could catch up with their experience on the job. 
This delay alone would damage an agéncy with 
an unprecedented responsibility for military 
security. - 

Consider, too, the effect on the commission’s 

of scientists and specialized administrators. 
Their morale sank during the long battle over 
Chairman Lilienthal’s original appointment. If 
the future membership is thrown in doubt, they 
will fear that the service will be opened to pat- 
ronage—which is possible, because the commis- 
sion is not bound by civil service rules. They 
will fear that the faction in Congress which has 
never become reconciled to civilian control of 
atomic energy will succeed in restoring military 
control. 

These fears will be vivid and real so long as 
the commissionerships remain undecided. They

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Splinters to the Right’ 
One of the many gratifying results of the 
Italian ejection is a new movement to “regain 


the independence” of the Socialist party. A 


very large segmeht of this party, led by the re- 
doubtable Pietro Nenni, formed an alliance with 
the Communists. The purely Communist vote in 
Italy is small; what made Communism formid- 
able was the strength given it by the tie-up 
with Nenni’s Socialists. : 

Giuseppe Romita, one of the left-wing Socialist 
leaders, along with five of his fellows, is now 
urging Socialist party members to close ranks 
for “emancipation from slavery for popular sév- 
ereignty in true democracy.” Romita’s appeal 
was made before the full results of Sunday’s 
anti-Communist victory were known; it will have 
added force in the light of Gasperi’s great vic- 
tory. 

Socialists in other Western European coun- 
tries, to a large extent, have kept their . skirts 
clean of Communist infiltration. They represent 
an old political philosophy which seeks greater 
economic security for the common man, but 
which sternly rejects the methods of the police 
state. The old-time Socialists of France, the 
Low Countries, Scandinavia and, of course, Brit- 
ain, believe they can atttain their economic 
aims without sacrificing the precious individual 
rights of mankind. , 

Pietro Nenni and his followers departed from 
that European tradition to make an ill-starred 
deal with the Reds. Nenni himself has spent 
his whole life in a struggle for the common man. 
In the early days, before Mussolini turgned his 
back on Socialism and became a Fascist, he and 
Nenni were imprisoned for political activity and, 
in fact, were cell-mates. In the war in Spain, 
Nenni, exiled from his native land, threw in his 
lot with the Loyalists. In the battle of Guadala- 
jara, he had the satisfaction of seeing the Ital- 
ian volunteers of the Garibaldi Brigade defeat 
the regular Italian troops dispatched to Spain 
by Mussolini. 

Whatever motives impelled Nenni to ally him- 
self with the Reds, he now knows his country’s 
will. He now knows also that, through men like 
Romita, a splintering process has begun by 
which left-wing Socialists want to rejoin their 
comrades who have given allegiance to the Gas- 
peri Government. It would be heartening to 
see this splintering,process continue to the point 
that Nenni’s entire following’ ends the alliance 
with Togliatti’s Reds. If that happened, Com- 
munism in Italy would be as dead as the im- 
perial Caesar. 
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Winston Churchill’s ‘Broad Path’ 


Winston Churchill epitomized the hard lesson 
of two World Wars when he told the rally of 
Conservative party women in London that “there 
can be no hope for the world unless the peoples 
of Europe unite together...” For as he writes 
in his memoirs of the Second World War: “The 
structure and habits of democratic states, unless 
they are welded into larger organisms, lack those 
elements of persistence and conviction which 
can alone give security to humble masses.” 

The overwhelming advantage, both diplomatic 
and military, which a large integrated nation 
possesses over small nations was demonstrated 
to the wofld by Nazi Germany and is being re- 
demonstrated now by Soviet Russia. Peoples 
who, welded together, would be invulnerable 
are again being picked off one by oné; with the 
current exception of republican Italy. 

It is not a military alliance alone, though Mr. 
Churchill refers to it also, that could give West- 
ern Europe security through union. Commer- 
cial alliance could discourage Communism at 
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home by enabling the people to be better off, 


and therefore less susceptible to the Marxist 
sugar-coating of Russian nationalism. It could 
discourage Russian aggression by building up 
the kind of economy that would be likely to 
withstand attack from without. 

It could garry the cold war into enemy country 
by inviting comparison between what Russia had 
done for its puppet states and what the free 
states of Europe had done for themselves. 

Not for security alone, but for progress into a 
brave new future, Europe’s free states require 
the greatest degree of union they can agree to. 
In Mr. Churchill’s words, the need is absolute 
for “a broad path of international action pur- 
sued by many states in common across the years, 
regardless of the ebb and flow of national 
politics.” 
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Palestine’s Sands Run Low 

Legislators have a way of stopping the clock 
when they can’t finish their business on time, 
and it would be a good thing if something like 
that could, be done to the calendar in Palestine. 
For May 15, the day set for the withdrawal of 
the last British soldier, is drawing on apace, and 
there is as yet no plan for heading off the ex- 
pected bloody showdown between Jews and 
Arabs. | 

In Washington, Under Secretary’ of State 
Lovett has disclosed that the United States has 
urged London to delay the withdrawal. But from 
Haifa comes news that the British already have 
ordered their troops out of all but two key 
points in that harbor city. Those points, it is 
indicated, are being held only to cover the em- 
barkation. 

At Lake Success things are, if anything, more 
desperately confused than ever. The U.S. dele- 
gate, Warren R. Austin, is still pressing trustee- 
ship as a substitute for the repudiated partition 
plan. But there are painfully clear signs that 
few other nations are eager to follow the U.S. 
Apparently, Mr. Austin 
is having trouble, too, in his effort to induce 
other nations to pledge units of their military 
forces to the preservation of peace in Palestine. 
The call for a truce likewise goes unheeded. 

Instead, a small nation bloc has announced 
that it will ask the UN Assembly to reaffirm 
the partition decision. Australia, New Zealand 
and several Latin American countries are active 
in this group. With minds so far apart, it is 
difficult to believe that the slow-moving UN can 
evolve a generally acceptable plan in the few 
weeks remaining. Indeed, even if agreement 
came today, it is highly doubtful whether the 
time between now and May 15 is enough for 
necessary preparations in the field. 

That is why a change of mind on the part of 
Londan looks more and more like the only prac- 
tical short-range solution. Foreign Secretary 
Bevin is said to be somewhat less adamant on 
the May 15 withdrawal than he has been in the 
past., Certainly, the United States ought to offer 
to share generously in the cost of policing Pales- 
tine if that will help to keep the British army 
there a while longer.

cause it proves that 
Communism can con- 
quer only by default 
or force.

The Vatican's Influence 


Why the Italian people turned out In 
force is another question. Many motives 
and various influences drew them to the 
polls. At@least two thirds of the popula- 
tion, according to the latest reports, voted 
for their religion, for the United States, for 
American aid, for Trieste, for the right to 
vote again. Voting itself, choosing among 
many parties, is in itself a little intoxicat- 
ing to people who had no choice for ‘so 
many years. 


A remarkable feature of the remarkable 
campaign was the ponderous silence at 
most of the enormous outdoor meetings. 
One felt in the lIfstening crowds the sense 
of historic responsibility to which Italians 
readily respond, Perhaps nothing swayed 
the voters more than the belief that they 
were important. There is a moral in this, 
in a world where the individual has 
been made to feel helpless either by dic- 
tatorships or the magnitude of events, con- 
vincing people that they count is the best 
way to make them count. 


The Pope was a powerful influence. Quite 
aside from his personal prestige, Italians 
would hate to see Rome diminished by 
losing its place as seat of the Holy See 
and center of Christendom. When the 
chances of Communist victory seemed high, 
Pius XII was resolved, he declared, to stay 
whatever happened. “We can only die,” he 
said, “and for me that would be a release.” 


Food Makes Votes 


But an independent Church under a Com- 
munist regime would be impossible in the 
long run, and this consideration affected 
even anti-clericals. There is no question 
that the religious issue played a decisive 
part in the outcome. Especially in the vil- 
lages, where the Communists counted on 
making dramatic gains, the village priest 
gwas pitted against the Communist boss, 
and while the parish was not so expertly 
organized and had no such material induce- 
ments to offer, it proved the effective coun- 
ter to the Communist call,

If any Italian did not know where his dafly 
bread was coming from, it was not the fault 
of Ambassador James C. Dunn, a career 
diplomat hitherto regarded as a stickler for 
protocol. Mr, Dunn broke all precedents 
by going up and down the country pub- 
licizing and dramatizing the arrival of 
American supplies. ) 


These ships, unloaded at every possible 
port, do more than anything to point the 
contrast between what America does and 
what Russia says. It is hard to beat some- 
thing with nothing, 4s Mr. Togliatti must 
have reflected as he sputtered against Mr. 
Dunn during a campaign that went far to 
wreck his thesis that if the party promised 
enough, threatened enough, worked hard 
enough and made the most of made-to-or- 
der conditions. In a country as poor as 
Italy, it could win by political agitation. 


Letters From America 


De Gasperi and his Governntent made an 
affective appeal. They produced an im- 
pression of firmness, moderation and hon- 
esty. The Trieste proposal changed many 
votes, but not so many as the flood of let- 
ters from Italian-Americans to their rela- 
tives and friends in Italy. Probably no sin- 
gie factor weighted the scales as heavily 
as this, 


Whole villages read these letters. They 
were discussed in the cafes, They were the 
witnesses that a confused and groping peo- 
ple believed. There ls something very mov- 
ing in the way these immigrants of yester- 
day rose to the opportunity of testifying 
for America and American intentions, In 
an hour of test, this is the best gauge of 
the strength of the great union we have 
made out of the peoples of Europe. 


All these influences merely emphasized 
the basic issue of the campaign. The Ital- 
ian majority voted for freedom. They voted 
to be independent, to be themselves. They 
voted in response to the profound urge that 
moves all peoples who have known what 
it means to have liberty and what it means 
to lase it, Giuseppe Saragat, leader of the 
anti-Communist Socialists whose gains in- 
dicate that the Popular Front is broken, 
says that the election marks the rebirth of 
democracy in Europe. 


Marshall Plan Victory 


This election is the first great Political 
victory: for the Marshall plan. The effect 
in Burope should be to spur the efforts 
and renew the confidence of the Western 
nations. There is little chance now that 
the Communists can come to power in 
Italy, even by a coup. The opposing forces 
are fortified by a fresh infusion of cour- 
age and faith in themselves. And that is 
a good omen for other countries. It means 
that the balance is tilted everywhere. 

The effect in the United States should 
be to confirm our policy of backing recov- 


‘ery and make Congress and the people 


more than ever convinced that if we use 
every political, economic and moral weapon 
we have, we can win the greatest political 
battle of all time without a shooting war.

Denominational head- 
quarters in New York reported 
this week that reports received 
showed 62 per cent favoring the 
merger, but that reports stil] to 
be received might increase the 
percentage up to the required 75. 
An opposing group, known as the 
Evanston (Ill.) meeting, has been 
consulted by the denominational 
heads with a view to adjustment 
of the controversy.

Tea Guest of the Japanese Empress 
U. S. Woman Says It's Something Like Calling on Home Town Neighbors

(Editor’s Note: Writer of the 
following story is the wife of 
Barry Faris, head of an Ameri- 
can news service. She accom- 
panied her husband on a survey 
trip. This is the first time an 
American woman has been en- 
tertained by the Japanese Em- 
press since the war.) 

TOKYO, April 22. 
AVING tea with the Emperor 
H ane Empress of Japan today 

is something like calling on 
new neighbors down the street or 
any two people you are meeting 
for the first time. 

To be sure, you are met at the 
eytrance by a number of flunkeys 
whom the newcomers on the block 
would neither have nor want. But 
that is the major difference. 

The Japanese ruler received us 
at a little seaside villa some 40 
miles outside of Tokyo. 

By American standards, the vil- 
la was not as pretentious as hun- 
dreds of homes dotting the shores 
of Long Island and Westchester. 


The room in which we had tea 


was approximately 25 feet square. 

One side was all windows, It 
looked out on a garden with a 
tiny pool and a miniature bridge. 

On the shelves of the alcoves 
werg a few ornaments of Japa- 
nese art and a hanging picture of 
a tiger covered the entire panel 
from ceiling to floor. 


This wall was the decorative 
center of the room. The other 
two walls were paper covered 


aliding doors, one of which con- 
nected with thé adjoining room, 
the other led to the hall. 

We sat facing the garden and 
the decorated wall and talked 
through the interpreters with the 
Emperor and Empress. 

The Emperor wore western 
dress, a-dark blue business suit, 
white shirt and a dark conserva- 
tive tie. The Empress wore native 
costume, a wisteria colored kimona 
with matching sash. Her hairdo 
was simple, rather than the high 
style one usually thinks as typi- 
cally Japanese. It was combed 
back from her face and loosely 
knotted at the nape of her neck. 
She wore lipstick’ and powder but 
no nail polish. 


The Empress asked me if we 
had really flown all the way to 
Japan. I told her we had and 
inquired if she enjoyed flying. 
Her answer rather surprised me 
for she said she thought she 
would like it but had never been 
permitted in a plane, 

She wanted to know if I was

frightened, how high we had 
flown, did the noise of the engines 
bother me, what our average 
speed was, were the clouds more 
beautiful from above than below. 

As the interpreter told her my 
answers, she would say, “Ah, so,” 
the one English phrase they both 
used during our conversation, One 
had the feeling she longed to fly. 

She asked innumerable questions 
about our way of life, which I am 
sure completely baffles her just 
as theirs does us, 

Her questions indicated a great 
interest in the outside world-—the 
Empress has never been out of 
Japan, 


We talked ‘about sports. She 
enjoys playing tennis and pro- 


fessed an interest in skiing but 
insisted she was not very adept 
at it. 


She inquired about our young- 
sters and their schools. She 
showed complete amazement when 
I mentioned our daughter had 
taken flying lessons last year. She 
immediately wanted to know how 
old she was and when I told her 
18, you could see she found it 
nard to believe, doubly so pecause 
she was a girl. 


Tea and sweets Were served 
from a low table which sat in 
the corner of the room. The Em- 


peror was served first, then the 
Empress. I was next, with Mr. 
Faris last. 

We continued talking for a 


while, when Mr. Faris stood up 
and said that we had to be leav- 
ing. The Emperor arose prompt- 
ly as did all of the others in 
the room with the exception of 
the Empress and myself. 

When we concluddd our chat, 
we, too, stood up and said our 
good-byes. We shook hands in 
departing as we had when we 
were introduced—-no bowing, no 
bending. 


We left of our own accord— 
we were not dismissed... 

A friend of mine upon hearing 
the order in which we were 
served, commented dryly: 

“The Japanese are great copy- 
ists—who knows some day they 
May even copy our manners.” 


Which Milk 
Ils the Best 


For a Baby? 


By C. A. Dean, M. D. | 


UESTION: “Which is more. ad- 
() viseni for a baby, breast milk 
or cow's milk?” 

Answer: All tHings considered 
equal, breast milk is superior, 
There are several reasons for this. 
One is that breast milk more 
nearly fills the food requirement. 
Another reason, and a very im- 
portant one, is that the mother’s 
milk may contain important im- 
mune bodies. These are _ sub- 
stances which get to the breast 
from the mother’s blood, and re- 
sult from .the resistance the 
mother has acquired from various 
djseases. 


There are, however, certain ex- 
ceptions to’ ‘this advantage of 
breast milk. In some instances 
an insufficient amount of milk is 
secreted, and cow’s milk is there- 


fore necessary; .or the nipples’ 


may be cracked and fissured, 
again making breast feeding im- 
possible. An occasional baby may 
be allergic (hypersensitive) to 
breast milk, but not to cow’s milk. 
A more recent appreciation of the 
advisability of using cow’s milk 
instead of breast milk in certain 
cases is based on a knowledge of 
so-called RH factors. This is too 
involved and complicated to be 
discussed at this time. 


In short, breast milk is pref- 
erable when there is a ghoice. 
For reasons described above cow's 
milk may be necessary. With 
present knowledge of infant feed- 
ing, cow’s milk may serve the 
needs of the baby most satisfac- 
torily.

Message of Bill W—, One of Alcoholics Anonymous Founders—Here This Weekend

DALLAS, Tex., April 22. 

GUY. named Bill lay on a 
A rumpies bed in a hotel here 

and talked of the day, 13 years 
ago this spring when, in an effort 
to keep himself from going on a 
bender which he knew might 
easily be his last one, he helped 
to create something which today 
is keeping some 60,000 alcoholics 
in the United States in the 
straight and narrow path of 
sobriety. 


Bill was resting up before 
another two days of meetings and 
speeches before the 450 members 
of Alcoholics Anonymous in 
Dallas. After that he would head 
for St. Louis for a two-day mtet- 
ing and then to Chicago to wind 
up a wearing three-months’ tour 
of A.A. groups in many of the 
principal cities of the water 
States. 


To the members of Alcoholics 
Anonymous, the name of Bill W. 
is a magic one, and wherever’ he 
appears they come from miles 
around to see and hear him, And 
because of the widespread inter- 
est among other people, not only 
in the program of Aleoholics 
Anonymous but also in the problem 
of alcoholism generally, thousands 
of people have flocked to the open 
meetings which Bill has been 
holding. He sometimes talks for 
two hours at®a stretch, explain- 
ing td his audiences the gature 
of alcoholism, teaching that alco- 
holism is a disease, sometimes a 
fatal one, but that it can be over- 
come, 


Although examples can now be 
found in 1959 cities, towns and 
villages where there are now A.A. 
groups, no better example can be 
found than Bill himself, one of 
the two men who founded A.A, 

Today, at 53, Bill looks consider- 
ably younger chan his years. His 
sandy hair is turning a little 
gray. There are few lines in his 
long face. He is tall and thin, 
and his gray eyes are clear, steady 
and friendly. To look at him no 
one would suspect that he had 
drunk himself to the point where 
the doctors had warned him that 
one more violent binge would kill 
him. 

It all started, as it started with 
many another, in the hectic days 
following the first World War. Bill 
was a young officer, and to drink 
was the thing to do. Home from 
the war, he fancied. himself a 
leader of men whose talent for 
leadership would place him atethe 
head of vast enterprises. He 
started out by getting a job as in- 
vestigator for;,a surety company 
and studied law at night. His 
work took him into Wall Street 
and he became interested in the 
market. While a lot of people lost 
money, a lot of others became 
rich. Bill was sure he would fall 
into the latter category. He took 
up the studies of economics and 
business as well as law. But from 
the beginning alcohol was his 
nemesis and he almost flunked his 
law course because at one of the 
examinations he got too drunk to 
think or write.

VEN though he completed his 

law course, he never practiced. 

The lure of the stock market 
was too great. He developed a 
theory that most people lost money 
in stocks through ignorance of mar- 
kets, and failing to persuade his 
broker friends to send him out 
looking over factories and man- 
agements, he decided to make his 
own survey. He and his wife, 
whom he had married in 1918 and 
whose faith in him was to undergo 
some much stronger tests than 
this one, set off on a motorcycle 
and sidecar. His survey covered 
the eastern United States, His re- 
ports got him a fancy job on Wall 
Street with a large expense 
account. 

The boom of the twenties was 
on, and during the next few years 
Bill moved in a world of paper 
People in his set spent 
in thousands and talked in mil- 
lions and drank bootleg whiskey. 

Bill made a host of fair-weather 
friends, became known as a hard 
drinker. In fact, his drinking had 
gained serious proportions. There 
were unhappy scenes at home. 
When his friends remonstrated 
with him he became angry, so 
they left him alone. By 1929, still 
riding high, he had taken to 
drink during the day as we!l as 
night. e stock market crash of 
1929 ruined Bill as well as all his 
friends. But instead of jumping 
out a window, he just wobbled 
back to the nearest bar. 

During the years that: followed 
Bill was up and down, mostly 
down. Without funds, finally he 
and his wife went to live with his 
wife’s parents. He found a job 
and lost it because of a drunken 
brawl with a taxi driver. For 
the next five years he never had 
a steady job, nor did he draw a 
sober breath. His wife went to 
work in a department store. He 
became an unwelcome hanger-on 
at brokerage places. Liquor céased 
to be a luxury, it became a neces- 
sity. Two and three bottles of

ard diet. A tumbler of gin fol, 
lowed by a half dozen bottles of 
beer usually got him in shape to 
face his breakfast. Nevertheless 
he still thought he could control 
the situation, and even went on 
the wagon now and then, just to 
prove it.

N 1932 he developed a promis- 
[in business opportunity. Stocks 
were at their lowest and he 
formed a group to buy. He was 
to share generously in the profits. 


‘But just before he completed the 


deal he went on a prodigious 
bender and it blew up. 


The months that followed led to 
such things as pilfering money 
from his wife’s purse, combining 
gin with sedatives, contemplation 
of suicide, and hospitalization, On 
a day in November, 1934, Bill sat 
in his kitchen drinking gin and 
gleefully reflecting that he had 
enough gin hidden around the 
house to carry him through that 
night and next day. An old drink- 
ing companion called and asked 
him if he could come over. He 
and his friend had had many a 
bout together, and he looked for- 
ward to the visit. But when he 
arrived he was, to Bill’s surprise 
and disappointment, cold sober. 


At that moment, although Bill 
didn’t know it at the time, Alco- 
holics Anonymous was born. The 
friend, who had once “been com- 
mitted to an institution for alco-. 
holic insanity, had been working 
with the Oxford Group, a religious 
movement which flourished during 
the 1930s, and through its efforts 
he had beeh able to quit drinking. 
He talked with Bill about such 
things as being honest with him- 
self and the world, about accept- 
ing God, and about trying to help 
others, some .of the precepts upon 
which Alcoholics Anonymous later 
was to be built. 


By following the rules laid down 
by his friend, and by going to 
hospitals and talking to others, 
Bill managed to remain sober, but 
not without great struggle. 

For example, five months after 
he quit drinking he: went to Akron, 
Ohio, to engage in a fight for 
proxies to get control of a com- 
pany. He lost the fight. His hotel 
bill was unpaid. He was flat broke, 
soe ripe for an old-fashioned

a. once-prominent physician who 
had drunk himself out of most of 
his practice. He had tried every- 
thing, including the Oxford Group, 
with no success. On Mother’s day, 
1935, the same day that Bill was 
pacing the hotel lobby fighting off 
the urge to get drunk, the doctor 
staggered home, lugging a potted 
plant which he placed in his wife’s 
lap, walked upstairs and passed 
out, 

A stranger in Akron, Bill knew 
no alcoholics with whom he could 
wrestle. Through the telephone di- 
rectory he got in touch with a 
clergyman who eventually got him 
in touch with the doctor. They 
went to a room in the doctor’s 
house to talk. “I needed him,” 
says Bill, “just as much as he 
needed me.” They talked for sev- 
eral hours. Then they went to a 
hospital] and sought out an alco- 
holic patient and talked with him. 
“He got it,” says Bill, “and he 
hasn’t had a drink since.” Bill's 
buriness kept him in Akron for 
six months, and together he and 
the doctor struggled with other 
drunks, worked out the precepts 
which later became the famous 
Twelve Steps of Alcoholics. Anony- 
mous. 
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and started work on the 

idea’ there. He went to 
hospital and asked the doctors 
if he could talk to alcoholic 
patients. But in three years 
his movement had only 40 follow- 
ers. Then in 1939 Bill wrote a 
book about his volunteer work. 
After selecting and rejecting sev- 
eral titles, he decided to call it 
“Alcoholics Anonymous.” One of 
the cardinal principles of the 
movement, ahd one which has 
proved to be among its greatest 
assets, has been that of anony- 
mity. After the book appeared, the 
name was also attached to the 
movement, which, up until] this 
time, had been narnatal 

The book brought many in- 
quiries. John D, Rockefeller don- 
ated money to help get it started, 
but that was the last donation 
A.A. has ever accepted. 

In 1941 Jack Alexander wrote 
an article about the movement in 
the Saturday Evening Post. It 
was still struggling and had only 
about 2000 members. But after 
his article appeared inquiries 
poured in by the thousands, Many 
people joined. 

In St. Louis the first group was 
formed in 1938. It was composed

Fix It Yourself

Building A Concrete Terrace. 

GOOD way to spend this, or 
Aas other summer for that 

matter, is. basking in the 
Warm sun on an outside terrace 
watching the graceful flight of 
birds, mosquitoes and other 
winged creatures. 

Building such a terrace is mere 
child’s play and hardly bears men- 
tioning. If the ground on which 
the terrace is to be constructed 
is well drained, then the concrete 
can be poured directly onto it. If 
the drainage is not quite all that 
it sHould be, dig down about 6 
inches and pour in a fill of gravel 
or cinders. 

Forms for the terrace should 
be well constructed and braced 
so that they won't bulge, Figure 
on the slab being around 6 inches 
or. so thick. Give the forms a 
slope of about one-fourth inch to 
the foot so that water will drain 
off the terrace and not turn it 
into a young lake.

Make up a trial batch of con- 
crete with one part cement, 2% 
parts sand and 3 parts gravel. 
Use five gallons of water to each 
sack of cement unless the sand 
is very wet in which case cut it 
down to 4% gallons, Mix up a 
trial batch of concrete and you 
should get a nice workable plas- 
tic. If you don’t, use more or 
less sand and gravel but keep 
the proportion of cement and wa- 
ter the same. Pour the cement 
into the forms and set a long 
board across the forms and work 
this back in a sawing motion. 
This will pack down the concrete 
and give it a flat surface. After 
the concrete has set for a few 
hours, go over the surface with a 
wood float. This will give it a 
nice gritty surface. Keep the con- 
crete damp and covered for about 
a week and then go and get your 
deck chair. 


Oxtail Ragout With Vegetables 


Two oxtails (about two pounds, 
flour, two tablespoons meat drip- 
pings, one-fourth cup chopped 
onion, one-half clove’ garlic, 
chopped; one cup hot tomato 
juice, one-half cup red wine, one 
teaspoon salt, one-eighth teaspoon 
mace, one-eighth teaspoon pepper, 
two sprigs parsley, stalk celery, 
eight small onions, four mediym 
potatoes, four carrots. 


Get your butcher to cut the ox- 
tails into two-inch pieces. Roll 
pieces in flour and brown on all 
sides in hot meat drippings in a 
heavy kettle. Add chopped onion 
and garlic and cook another five 
minutes, Add hot tomato juice, 
red wine, salt, pepper, mace, par- 
sley and celery. Cover tightly, put 
on very low fire and let it all 
simmer peacefully for about two 
and one-half hours. At this time 
add the whole onions, peeled; the 
potatoes, peeled, washed and cut 
in half; the carrots, scraped and 
washed, Cover again ard cook 
about another half hour.

Bill's current tour has a double 
purpose, occasioned by virtue of 
the fact that the organization has 
grown so large and is still grow- 
ing. “Out of that,” he points out, 
“has come a set of attitudes which 
has to do with relationships, 
property and money.” 


He is urging A.A. groups to 
stick to the simple fundamentals 
upon which the movement was 
founded and upon which its first 
sutcess deperfed. As Bill puts 
it, “just one drunk talking to 
another.” 


“Every society or organization 
makes conditions. We make:none. 
Anyone can become an A.A. on his 
own say so. If he has an alcoholic 
problem and wants to embrace 
A.A., he is an A.A.” 


“We must remember that our 
sole aim is to help the alcoholic, 
face to face. No alliances or in- 
dorsements of other causes, no 
matter how good. As to the matter 
of money, A.A. requires no 
money. All it needs is a place 
where one drunk can sit down and 
talk to another. And that can be 
done in his home, the hospital or 
anywhere else. We have decided 
it is best as a movement to remain 
poor. Mospitalization will remain 
the business of the doctors, educa- 
tion will be the business of 
those groups organized for that 


' purpose.” 
__ Bill is also warning the groups 
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ainst a temptation, arising by 
virtue of its size and potential 
strength, to stay clear of any con- 
troversial issues, “No politics, no 
reform, and no religion.” 

Bill. is happy but a .little 
astounded at the magnitude of the 
thing he has created. “I had 
dreams of it getting big some 
day,” he admits, “but not so fast. 
Nor did I think it would be so 
secure and solid—after all, we 
drunks are an unstable people.” 

Now his sole aim, and one at 
which he works day and night, 
year in and year out, is to pre- 
serve the simple, basic principle 
upon which Alcoholics Anonymous 
was founded, and which has made 
it successful, This, Bill descrives 
as “helping others, without any 


gimmick to it.”
